‘Farm or Fight 
Edict Proposed 
By Draft Chief 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(4)— 
“Till the soil or fight” would be 
the ultimatum handed to the na- 
tion’s able-bodied agricultural 
workers under a suggestion laid 
before the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee today by Major General 
Lewis B. Hershey, director of Sel- 
ective Service. 

To remedy the growing farm la- 
bor shortage, he proposed that any 
physically fit; draft-age man who 
leaves the farm for a higher-pay- 
ing city job be immediately induct 
ed into the military service. 

“I am perfectly willing to do 
this,” he told the committee, but 
explained that his was an operat- 
ing agency and the decision to take 
such action would have to be made 
by policy-makers, probably by the 
War Manpower Commission. 

The committee is seeking to for- 
mulate legislation for averting 
what Chairman Fulmer, Democrat, 
South Carolina, described as. “a 
rapidly approaching food’ short- 
age,” due to a scarcity of farm la- 
bor. The shortage of agricultural 
workers and higher farm - labor 
costs form the crux of the current 
higher parity fight in congress. 

Hershey told the committee that 
agriculture production might have 
to be classified into “essential” and 
“non-essential” components, either 
on a crop or area basis, for the 
purpose of deciding which rural 
men should stay on the farms and 
which should fight

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100 Pounds of Scrap 
One hundred pounds of scrap metal from 
every person in Georgia is the goal set for 
the three-week campaign, led by the news- 
papers of the state, which will open next 


Monday. 

That is a lot of scrap. It will require thought 
and determination to dig it out, in Many cases, 
from sources hitherto overlooked. But that 
there are such sources, as yet untapped, is 


certain. 

Westbrook Pegler, in his column which ap- 
pears daily in The Constitution, has suggested 
that autoists give the bumpers off their auto- 
mobiles. The weight of an average pair of 
auto bumpers will go a long way toward that 
required hundred pounds., And, as Pegler says, 
auto bumpers are only decorative, nowadays, 
for careful drivers. 

There are, in Piedmont Park, lines of metal 
light standards which have been unused, for 
lighting purposes, for a long time. Residents 
of the area state they cannot remember when 
there has been a light bulb in these standards. 
If this is true, they surely could be spared 
for the scrap metal drive without loss. 

There are fences, metal fences, wnich some 7 
homes could spare without loss except from 
the beautification point of view. And our 
boys on the battle fronts are fighting to save 
American homes, not unnecessary trimmings. 


There are scores of other sources of metal | 


which can well be spared, sources as yet barely 
scratched. 

Donald Nelson has told the urgency of the 
need for this scrap metal. It means the dif- 
ference between victory now or victory long 
deferred on many a battle front. It means 
the difference between life and death for many 
an American boy now in the foxholes of com- 
bat. It may be your boy, or your neighbor’s. 

One hundred pounds of scrap per per- 
son in Georgia means 150,000 tons. And that 
means, when made into new steel, 300.000 tons, 
for steel is made of 50 per cent pig-iron and 
50 per cent scrap.

The statewide call for volunteers to pick 
cotton is not a thing which can be postponed. 
Each day that passes with cotton unpicked in 
the fields means a lessened income for the 
state from this year’s crop. There can be no 
waiting on personal convenience. If you are 
going to help get the cotton in it is today you 
must do it, today you must walk between the 
rows and pick the open bolls, not tomorrow. 

One general, heavy rain accompanied by 
wind can destroy a large part, if not all, of 
the unpicked cotton. Nature will not wait. 
When the harvest is ready it must be harvested. 
Otherwise nature’s processes go inexorably 
on until there is no crop worth the salvaging. 

Barnesville and other communities have 
shown the way. That city not only declared 
a holiday for one day last week, but followed 
by forming flying squadrons of volunteers— 
businessmen, college students and industrial 
workers—who continue to aid the farmers. 

The farmers have been deprived of labor.

The fact that Count Carlo Sforza, former

The repeated Murmansk convoy battles 
raging along the northern coast of Norway and 
Finland suggest the most effective second front 
sector available to the Allies this year.

mium on the dollar is being put out 
as sop to the farmers by farm organization lobbyists in an effort 


to justify their existence. 


There is no record of the farmers them- 


selves demanding such a premium. On the contrary, evidence de- 
veloped by the Gallup poll indicates that the farmers are 71 per 
cent against and 7 per cent in favor of the gratuitous efforts made 


in their behalf. 


That is to say, the farmers, the poll indicated, were overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the President’s proposal for amending the present 
law which prevents a ceiling price from being placed on farm 
commodities at a figure lower than 110 per cent of parity. 


The lower house proceeded to 


carry out the President’s recom- 


mendation by adopting a new formula, the effect of which would 
be to prevent farm ceiling prices lower than 112 per cent of parity.

$36.26 to $56.97 a month during the period from July 1, 1939, to 
July 1, 1942—an increase of 56 per cent—the average of all prices 
received by farmers rose in the same period by 73 per cent. The 
increase in farm prices from August, 1938, to August, 1942, was 


even higher, or 85 per cent. 


WAGES AND PRICES'- Thus the increase in farm wages, 


which the new parity formula is in- 

tended to cover, has fallen very materially short of the increase in 

prices received by the farmer, and there is no merit in the con- 

tention that the increase in farm prices is not large enough to cover 
the increase in labor costs of production. 

The farmers are having their difficulties in maintaining a proper 


labor supply, but so is industry 


and other lines of business en- 


deavor, due to the demands of war production. 

Whether the farm lobbyists, who have besieged Washington like 
a plague of locusts since the President’s Labor Day message, are 
willing to admit it or not, the farmers of America are enjoying 
their greatest period of prosperity in years. They are neither asking 
nor demanding any special consideration beyond parity in the na- 


tional war effort.

Unless the congress utterly ruins

RRR heavy increase 
in the cost of 
living, I have 
an idea. there 
will be a con- 
siderable 
increase in the 
sales of war 
bonds during 
the next few 
months.

triotism. 

Here’s my reason: 

We in America have always had 
the habit of living right up to the 
last notch of our earnings. I’m 
talking about the great majority, 
those with income derived as sal- 
ary, interest on investment or 
wages. An income that comes with- 
in the scope of the “great middle 
classes.” 


Ninety-nine times out of a hun- 
dred, a fellow who made $100 a 
week found that his cost of living 
ran to approximately $105 a week. 
Or thereabouts. He managed to 
take up the $5 weekly slack by 
careful and adroit manipulation of 
his credit rating. 


The same with the fellow mak- 
ing $50 weekly, or $25 or $200 or 
$500 or ‘most any figure you can 
mention. His outgo invariably 
stayed just about even with his 
income. There was little, if any- 
thing, in the way of systematic 
saving in the American way of 
life. 

In fact it is only a few years, if 
you recall, since we were urged to 
spend to the extent of our ability 
as a contribution to the economic 
rehabilitation of the depression- 
staggered country. 


We Made 
Debt, Easily. 

What is more, it was a rare fam- 
ily that was not pretty generally 
in debt. Open accounts, regular 
monthly instalments and other ob- 
ligations usually had the family in- 
come pretty well mortgaged for 12

or 18 months ahead. It was by no 
means unusual for a family to be. 
paying out at least 50 per cent of 
its income on these old obligations | 
and actually living on what was 
left. 

Well, we have been at war now 
for more than three-quarters of a 
year. And we have been urged for 
longer time than that to buy war 
bonds, or, in the earlier days, the

same security under the name of 
defense bonds. 


We've probably bought all we 
could, most of us. But, undoubted- 
ly, a large proportion have felt 
that payment of debt was a prior 
obligation. An honest man is apt 
to feel that way, you know. 


I don’t want to get into an argu- 
ment as to which is the most press- 
ing obligation, payment of debts 
honestly due, or investment in 
your nation’s war struggle for ex- 
istence. There are arguments 
which can be advanced on either 
side of the debate, 


Anyway, I do know a lot of 
folks who have been doing their 
utmost since the war emergency 
was thrust upon us, to get their 
debts paid up so they could have 
something to invest in war bonds. 
They have, perhaps, been pinch- 
ing here and there for a few dimes 
or quarters to put into war stamps, 
but they’ve been unable, because 
of the pressure of debts, to do 
anything like what they want to 
do, or should do, in the way of 
bond buying. 

Now, nine or 10 months after 
the war began, for us at least, a 
lot of those folks are beginning to 
see daylight financially. They’ve 
been paying those old obligations. 
The installment payments are 
nearing the final month and open 
accounts are nearly wiped out. 


When the time comes that they 
are under obligation to no one, the 
money they’ve been using to pay 
debts, will be released to go, every 
pay-day into war bonds, 


Bill Smith, for instance, has been 
paying monthly installments’ of 
$20, on something or other. He 
pays the final installment next 
month, October. Beginning Novem- 
ber he'll be able to buy an addi- 
tional $25 bond for $18.75. And 
there are a whole lot of folks like 
Bill Smith. 


And, to repeat, in view of the 
fact that we've all of us had just 
about time, since war began, to 
clear up these peacetime-contract- 
ed debts, I’m expecting a steady 
increase in the monthly total of 
bond purchases in the near future. 


Then, after the war is won and 
we've got all those accumulated 
bonds, think what fun we'll have 
cashing them in and using the 
money as down payments, at least, 
on that new auto and all the other 
things we've been hankering for 
and haven’t been able to buy be- 
cause of war-time restrictions on 
manufacture and the necessity of 
war-time conservation in the way 


we all spend our cash.

Sportsmen Urged To Hunt Scrap, Fish for Cotton 


By JOHN MARTIN. 

Every sportsman in Georgia 
was called on yesterday to de- 
clare an open season and join 
the hunt for scrap metal which 
officially begins next Monday 
and runs through October 24. 
Simultaneous with this appeal, 
the Georgia Wildlife Federation 
called for the other barrel and 
urged every hunter and fisher- 
man who can spare the time to 
adopt the “Barnesville Plan” 
and plunge into the _ cotton 
fields. 

. TAX MAN BUSY. 

The Federation expressed. 
confidence that many hunters 
and fishermen, particularly 
members of this statewide con- 


servation organization, would do 
their part in both the scrap and 
crop-harvesting campaigns. 

H. L. Culpepper, tax commis- 
sioner of Meriwether county, al- 
ready is active in the scrap 
drive. This veteran sportsman 
wrote The Constitution as fol- 
lows: 

“I am a hunter and I know of 
several old engine boilers, pul- 
leys, shafts, etc., lying away in 
deserted places where old 
mines, sawmills, ginhouse sites, 
etc., once were located. 

. “I have no means of bringing 
them out, but I can tell the 
proper authorities where they

he was certain that hunters and 
fishermen “can lead us to an 
abundance of old iron.” 

Federation club _ presidents 
were asked by directors of the 
organization to take the lead in 
their localities and make the 
“Federation Pile.” sta-k up high. 
One of the pioneers in the scrap 
drive in Georgia was W. H. 
McNaughton, president of the 
Federation. Over six months 
ago he was callecting carloads 
of scrap iron at Cartersville and 
forwarding it to the war effort. 

REPAYING DEBT. 

The shortage of farm labor 
has given the hunter, particu- 
larly, a great opportunity to 
show his appreciation for many 


happy days in the fields. Thou- 
sands of acres of cotton have 
not been picked and now is the 
chance for them to rush to the 
aid of cotton farmers whose 
land has_ provided hunting 
grounds. 

Sportsmen therefore are re- 
minded to lend a few hours or 
part of a day to a local farmer 
whenever possible until the cot- 
ton-picking crisis is overcome. 

This would be one way of re- 
paying a debt long past due and 
at the same time would help to 
bring the farmer and _ sports- 
men to a better understanding. 
This is a fundamental step in 
| improving hunting and fishing 
conditions.
